In his report 835 poultyy club mem- 
bers reported out of 104; 27 pig ciub 
members out of 35: 388 cotton club 
members out of 42: 41 corn club mem- 
bers out of 66. ‘The boys of the pig 
club have also made enviable records 
With many fine porkers, which they 
will slaughter this fall. 

In the cotton club the total amount 
grown by ths boys was 29,969 pounds

Chicago, December 2.—The Amer-

Representatives from 15 states and 
more than 40 farm organizations were 
in attendance, In substance, the new 
plan wont Palate the export of sur- 
plus and equalization features of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, supplementing 
them with an agriculttiral export cor- 
poration of 15 men, composed of the 
secretary of agriculture, the secretary 
of commerce, secretary of the treasury 
and 12 individuals to be appointed 
by the president, one from each of 
the 12 federal land-bank districts af- 
ter nominations in each district by 
bona fide farmers, live stock and com- 
modity marketing associations, The 
life of the corporation would extend 
to June 30, 1930. 

The ratio price feature of the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill would be abandon- 
ed. The new plan which is to be 
drafted into a bill to be introduced 
during the present session of con- 
gress, embodies a_ simplification of 
the idea in the original bill and elim- 
inates the price fixing and other fea- 
tures which proved objectionable to 
the last congress. 

The legislative committee of* the 
council was authorized to draft the 
proposed bill, after which it would be 
submittes for approval to the presi- 
dent’s agricultural commission.

It will take a winter temperature 
of around 12 to 15 degrees above 
zero, continuous for several days.

ing woodland. 

The fact that the weevils have 
finally been driven into hibernation 
several weeks later this year than 
usual simply means they will have 
to remain in that many weeks lesser 
time than usual, hence will emerge 
Stronger than usual.

The device consists of a pad over 
the breathing aperture in the patient's 
neck, with a rubber tube leading to an 
instrument that stimulates the vocal 
cords.

Columbus, Ohio, December 2.—Mrs. 
Addie Sheatsley, wife of the Bexley 
Lutheran pastor, was dead before her 
body entered the parsonage furnace, 
it is shown by the guinea pig experi- 
ment conducted by pathologists.

the blood of the pigs, which actually 
died in the fire box, was ‘literally 
saturated with carbon monoxide. 
Sometime Wednesday a woman of 
Mrs. Sheatsley’s stature will be asked 
te crawl into the fire box of a furnece 
similiar to that in which the charred 
remains of Mrs. Sheatsley were found. 
The experiment will be an attempt 
on the part of authorities to determine 
whether it would have heen physical- 
ly possible for the pastors wife to end 
her own life by crawling through the 
14-inch furnace door onto a bed of 
glowing coals.

When he fled from Chicago a year 
azo, after some of those who had in- 
vested their money started for Panama 
to investigate, Koretz said he with- 
drew from Chicago banks about haif 
a million dollars. Of this sum, he 
retained about $175,000 and gave the 
rest to relatives whom he had fleeced. 
The rest- of the $2,000,000, he said, 
had been used to defray his high-living 
expenses or to pay handsome divi- 
dends to investors to retain their con- 
fidence. Once, he said, be paid 5 per 
cent a month in dividends for a time. 

A statement filed in bankruptcy 
court today showed Koretz’s total lia- 
bilities $1,763,548.34, his total assets 
6535,040.55 and a total deficit of $1,- 
298.508.79. Among more than 100 
individuals and firms to whom the 
list showed he owed money were six 
members of the Koretz tamily' to 
whom he owes upwards of $160,000. 
The largest creditor is Henry A 
Klein to whom-Koretz was listed as 
owing $262,000. 

Koretz appeared again tonight ip 
bankruptcy court. As the question- 
ing continued, Koretz appeared to be 
fatigued to the point of exhaustion. 
Several times he seemed to doze while 
he was questioned about the sale of

By Salary Law 


Following publieation Tuesday of 
salaries fixed by the county commis- 
sioners for Fulton officials, interest 
centered on a comparison between the 
pay the different officeholders are 
to receive after January 1, and the 
net incomes their officers have pro- 
duced under the fee system which 
ends with this year. 

Reference to records in the office 
of the Comptroller general of the 
state, to whom each officeholder is 
required by law to send a statement, 
of total income and expenses for each 
quarter, revealed interesting figures. 

Records Not Complete. 

Records are not quite complete and 
the comptroller general's office has 
not made a detailed summary of the 
various reports for 1924, fourth- 
quarter reports not being due until 
January 15, 1925. 

However, taking the reports for the 
12-month period which. began April 
1, 1923, and ended March 31, a fair 
idea as to the annual net income of 
many of the offices is obtained. 

The solicitor general during thai 
period received 831,023.60, in fees. 
Expenses of running his office were 
S12.208.57, leaving a net income of 
$18,725.08. Under the new salary 
system Solicitor John A. Boykin will 
receive $12,000 per annum. 

The solicitor of the criminal eourt 
of Atlanta received gross fees amount- 
ing to $68,725.72. His expenses were 
S$27.968.34, leiving a net income of 
$40,763.38. Solicitor Rov M. Dorsey 
will receive $12,000 under the salary 
system. 

Thomas H. Jeffries, ordinary of Ful- 
ton county, will receive an annual 
salary of $12,000. Under the fee sys- 
tem for the 12-month period covered 
in this report, his gross fees were 851.- 
206.09, his net income $15,234.09, 
and expenses $15,972. 

The clerk of Fulton superior court 
teceived $146.200.31 in fees. Tis ex-

Tax Receiver W. H. Abbott whose 
salary was set at only, $7.500, during 
the year 1923 received $17,255.73 for 
his work. His total income was $41,- 
770.48, with expenses of $24,515.

COMPTROLLER DAWES

His resignation, howeyer, has not 
yet been placed in the president's 
hands, and consequently no special 
consideration has been given to selec- 
tion of a successor.
